Obv iou sly , the qu ality of ju stice m eted 
ou t to crim in al defen dan ts is pretty mu ch 
in the ey e of the beholder. Too m u ch 
ju dicial flex ibility has led to arbitrary 
resu lts, particu larly in the treatm en t of 
those con v icted of so-called white-collar 
crim es like frau d or political corru ption , 
which do n ot in v olv e v iolen ce. 
On the on e han d, it appears to serv e n o 
hu m an e pu rpose to sen d a com m u n ity 
leader of prev iou sly u n su llied repu tation , 
who is of n o con tin u in g dan ger to others, 
to an ov ercrowded prison hellhole. On the 
other, it doesn ’t seem fair for su ch a 
person to get lighter pu n ishm en t becau se 
he is richer or more powerfu l than some 
poor bloke who cou ld on ly employ the 
sam e greedy in stin cts by robbin g others 
on the streets 
The most in terestin g dev elopm en t in 
this area is altern ativ e sen ten cin g, an 
effort to pu n ish the white-collar crim in al 
su fficien tly to deter others, hu t at the 
sam e tim e gain some com m u n ity good. 
In stead of prison , ju dges hav e imposed 
term s of charity or en v iron m en tal work. 
On e of the most n otable ex am ples of 
su ch ex perim en tal sen ten cin g occu rred in 
a case in v olv in g price-fix in g in the paper 
label in du stry . U.S. D istrict Cou rt Ju dge 
Charles Ren frow of San Fran cisco im ­ 
posed stiff fin es on the con v icted ex ­ 
ecu tiv es an d then requ ired each of them 


to speak before at least 12 civ ic an d 
bu sin ess grou ps abou t their offen ses an d 
su bsequ en t ex perien ce with the crim in al 
ju stice sy stem . 
Recen tly , Ju dge Ren frow com pleted a 
stu dy of the im pact of his u n iqu e sen ten c­ 
in g, an d cam e to the con clu sion he didn ’t 
kn ow if he’d wan t to do it again . 
The ju dge sen t a qu estion n aire to all 
bu sin ess, civ ic an d edu cation al grou ps 
which had heard on e of the cou rt-ordered 
presen tation s, plu s a v ariety of legal 
ex perts kn owledgable in an ti-tru st. He 
felt it “sign ifican t” that man y of those in 
the 
au dien ces 
had 
said 
they 
were 
prom pted to m ake an ex tra effort in their 
own com pan ies to comply with federal 
an ti-tru st laws. 
Bu t respon den ts fou n d it difficu lt to 
accept the n ew con cept, criticizin g him 
both for bein g too len ien t an d too harsh. 
Not su rprisin gly , the bu sin essm en an d 
corporate cou n sels who respon ded liked 
the lighter sen ten ce idea. Law professors 
an d his fellow ju dges weren 't v ery keen on 
it.

decided 
that 
perhaps 
the 
greatest v alu e in the ex perim en t was in 
stim u latin g widespread discu ssion of the 
in equ ities an d problem s of crim in al ju s­ 
tice in w hite-collar areas like an ti tru st. 
W hich, of cou rse, leav es u s a bit more 
en lighten ed bu t n o closer to a tru ly lair 
an d ev en -han ded sy stem .

W ASH ING TON — The la st o f 
the Wa terg a te inv estig a tio ns, a n 
ex ha ustiv e,

Richa rd Nix o n’s effo rts to cir­ 
cumv ent the federa l merit sy stem, 
ha s just been co mpleted. 
Acco rding to the co nfidentia l 
finding s, the Nix o n White Ho use 
set up a po litica l clea ra nce sy s­ 
tem, which checked the po litica l 
philo so phies a nd co nnectio ns o f 
hundreds o f a pplica nts fo r g o v ern- 
nent jo bs. 
The a pplica tio ns were pro cessed 
by a s p e c ia l W h ite H o u se 
Perso nnel- Opera tio n, which wa s 
esta blished to tig hten the Nix o n 
g rip o n the federa l burea ucra cy . 
The po litica lly fa v o red a pplica nts 
wo uld be ra nked, depending o n 
ho w 
influencia l 
their 
ba ckers 
were. 
Then the W hite Hou se wou ld plan t 
them in key career jobs which, u n der the 
law, were su pposed to be awarded accord­ 
in g to m erit. The hirin g was arran ged 
throu gh a n etwork of cen trally con trolled 
"special referral u n its,” which operated 
qu ietly in side v ariou s gov ern m en t agen ­ 
cies. 
Ev en more shockin g, top officials of the 
Civ il Serv ice Commission con don ed an d 
ev en participated in the political m an ipu 
lation s They n ot on ly were aware of the 
illegal 
patron age sy stem bu t u sed it 
them selv es. Yet they are respon sible for 
safegu ardin g the m erit sy stem . 
T hese startlin g fin din gs, perhaps the 
last echo of the W atergate y ears, are 
con tain ed in a report by the Hou se su b­ 
com m ittee on m an power an d civ il ser­ 
v ice. The pain stakin g stu dy , which hasn ’t 
y et been released to the pu blic, ou tlin ed 
how the Nix on adm in istration tried to 
restore the discredited political spoils 
sy stem , which was abolished 9 4 y ears ago. 
Accordin g to the stu dy , political fav or- 
itisn in the civ il serv ice sy stem reached 
a peak du rin g the Nix on y ears, 19 6 9 
throu gh 19 7 3. Here's how it worked: 
Patron age u n its were set u p within each 
federal agen cy to fin d position s for in di­ 
v idu als who were giv en a "preferred" 
statu s by the W hite 
Hou se 
Person - 
n elO peration . 


T he application s had to be forwarded to 
the Civ il Serv ice Com m ission , of cou rse, 
for approv al. Bu t top CSC officials, in ­ 
stead of policin g the illegal preferen tial 
hirin g, aided an d abetted it. I ’sin g their 
own “ pin k-tag" sy stem to segregate the 
fav ored application s, they helped to ex ­ 
pedite then . 
T he su bcom m ittee report charges that 
Com m ission er Lu dwig J. An dolsek was 
person ally respon sible for ex peditin g 100 
to 300 special pin k-tag cases. In on e case, 
C hairm an Robert H am pton in terv en ed at 
the requ est of a former con gressm an for 
on e of the ex -con gressm an ’s relativ es. 
As an ex am ple of how the patron age 
sy stem operated, the stu dy cites the 
G en eral Serv ices A dm in istration , which 
hired more than 300 em ploy es throu gh 
the patron age sy stem . 


On e GSA official gav e an affidav it that 
he had been in stru cted by his su periors 
to hire a driv er for former Attorn ey 
Gen eral John M itchell du rin g a hirin g 
spree. 
The official said he was also directed to 
hire the son s of two former Nix on cohorts, 
ex A ttorn ey Gen eral Richard K lien dien st 
an d ex -Bu dget Director George Shu ltz. 
For Shu ltz, testified the GSA aide, “ we 
established a job we did n ot n eed an d at 
a location of his choosin g." 
Yet six weeks earlier, the GSA had 
dropped a cu stodial laborer with n in e 
children from the pay roll, becau se there 
was n o mon ey to pay his salary . 
Nix on ’s first GSA chief, Robert Ku n zig, 
cam e ou t of the Pen n sy lv an ia R epu blicar 
organ ization . He allegedly established a 
spe cial " P e n n s y lv a n ia C on n e c tion ,” 
throu gh which Pen n sy lv an ian s receiv ed 
preferen tial treatm en t. 
Accordin g to the report, Pen n sy lv an ia's 
powerfu l sen ators, Hu gh Scott an d Rich­ 
ard Schweiker, sen t 9 1 an d 130 job refer­ 
rals, respectiv ely , to GSA. On e applican t 
re c om m e n d e d by S c hw e ike r, Ja c k 
LeM ay , play ed an activ e role in the 
patron age operation . 
At the H ealth, Edu cation an d W elfare 
D ept., patron age placem en ts were m ade 
by the Office of Special Projects. T his was 
a special political office which was set u p, 
accordin g to a con fiden tial men o, to serv e 
“ as a cen tral poin t of con tact on all 
politically sen sitiv e m atters which ou ght 
n ot be broached throu gh regu lar D epart­ 
m en t chan n els.” 
The office was headed tem porarily by a 
p o litic a l c o m m is s a r , n a m e d S am 
Schu lhof, who ex plain ed his fu n ction to 
U n dersecretary Fran k Carlu cci in this 
con fiden tial lan gu age: “‘P atron age,’ ‘in ­ 
form ation ,’ 
‘adv ice,’ 
‘political 
coordi­ 
n ation ’ an d ‘qu iet im plem en tation ’ are 
key words which describe ou r m ission .” 
T he 
office 
checked 
the 
political 
philosophies of hu n dreds of job appli­ 
can ts an d ev en con tract applican ts. T his 
political sku ldu ggery was kept so secret 
that the Office of Special Projects wasn ’t 
listed on H EW ’s official organ ization al 
chart. 
T he reason , accordin g to the Schu lhof 
memo, was “T he sen sitiv ity of its fu n c­ 
tion s an d, fran kly , an u n willin gn ess of 
an y on e to really adm it paren tal lin eage." 
Footn ote: A CSC spokesm an told ou r 
associate Larry K ratow itz that n either 
C hairm an H am pton n or Com m ission er 
Han dolsek had ev er “ex erted pressu re on 
an y on e" to procu re jobs for fav ored in di­ 
v idu als, 
althou gh 
H am pton 
ackn ow l­ 
edged that referrals he before 19 7 4 "m ight 
well hav e had the appearan ce of im ­ 
propriety ." 
A 
spokesm an 
for 
Sen . 
Schweicker in sisted it was “ proper an d 
legitim ate" to help con stitu en ts fin d gov ­ 
ern m en t jobs. We were u n able to reach 
Scott lor his com m en t.

E qu ality is a noble concept. Equ ality of 
blacks and whites, poor and rich, women and 
m en. T he concept is fu ndam ental to dem o 
cratic gov ernm ent. As with all things, how­ 
ev er, equ ality pu shed to the point of absu rdi­ 
ty su rely will destroy the concept itself 
By definition, women and men are not the 
sam e, and for the gov ernm ent to try to make 
them so is more than absu rd. It is obscene. 
T here was a porno air abou t the Su prem e 
Cou rt the other day when the nine old men 
addressed the issu e of whether women and 
m en are equ als, despite anatom ical dif­ 
ferences, becau se women are capable of 
becom ing pregnant and men are capable of 
hav ing circu m cisions v asectom ies and pro­ 
statectom ies. 
Politicians 
will 
prom ise 
any thing, 
of 
cou rse, and Congress in many laws has 
prom ised women equ ality with men in em ­ 
ploy m ent, edu cation, v oting and all else 
politicians can reach. The laws assu m e that 
m en by natu re discrim inate against women, 
and it is gov ernm ent’s du ty to stop inv idiou s 
sex discrim ination. 
N atu re being what it is, men u ndou btedly 
hav e discrim inated against women and, gov ­ 
ernm ent being what it is, Congress u ndou b­ 
tedly can make women the equ als of men in 
the v oting booth and other places where, as 
the bu reau crats say , sex is inoperativ e. 
A bsu rdity begins where sex begins. It is 
du m b for gov ernm ent to order integration of 
girls' and boy s’ gy m classes. It is stu pid for 
gov ernm ent to ou tlaw all-hoy choirs. Boy s 
and girls are different, and men and women 
are more different. 
It is absu rd and obscene for gov ernm ent to 
declare women and men equ als becau se 
wom en become pregnant and m en hav e 
circu m cisions, v asectom ies and prostatec­ 
tom ies Bu t gov ernm ent has tried to pu sh 
em ploy m ent equ ality to that absu rdity . 
Congress decreed in the 1964 Civ il Rights 


Act that employ ers cannot discrim inate on 
accou nt of “ race, color, religion, sex or 
national origin," In fu rther refining sex 
discrim ination, the Equ al Em ploy m ent O p­ 
portu nity Commission decreed that em ­ 
ploy ers discrim inate when they recognize 
pregnancy And so the issu e was joined: If 
em ploy ers prov ide disability insu rance to 
men, does the law requ ire disability insu r­ 
ance for pregnant wom en" 


T he Su prem e Cou rt pondered and d e­ 
cided. Six of the nine old men held that the 
denial of disability insu rance for pregnancy 
is not discrim inatory becau se women are 
different than men. Three felt that women 
are no different than m en, inasm u ch as 
women become pregnant whereas men hav e 
circu m cisions, v asectom ies and prostatec 
tom ies. 
The absu rdity is not in the decision, bu t 
in the fact that the issu e came Itefore the 
Su prem e Cou rt. W om en’s rights will m arch 
on, despite the decision. Congress can and 
probably will ov erride the decision and 
proceed to still greater absu rdities 
If I 
stand accu sed 
of being 
a 
m ale 
chau v inist pig, my defense is not that wom ­ 
en are not the equ als of men. I know some 
women who are more than the equ als of men. 
My defense is that when equ ality is pu shed 
to absu rdity , 
the concept itself is en­ 
dangered. 
T he concept of equ ality , in the C onstitu ­ 
tion and in law grew from discrim ination 
against blacks. The civ il rights am endm ents 
to the C onstitu tion, ratified by Civ il W ar, 
speak of discrim ination "on accou nt of race, 
color or prev iou s condition of serv itu de," and 
speak not of sex . 
The 19 64 Civ il Rights Act was directed 
prim arily at racial discrim ination. 
Racial equ ality has come a long way and 
has a long way still to go. Bu t the m arch 
toward racial equ ality has slowed as the 
driv e for sex u al equ ality has speeded. As 
absu rdity ov ertakes sex u al equ ality , the 
entire concept of equ ality is discredited, and 
if equ ality is fu ndam ental to dem ocratic 
gov ernm ent, dem ocracy is discredited too.

Jim m y Carter is inheriting a 
cou ntry that has been liv ing in 
a fool's paradise 
It had its 
scare in 19 7 3 when the Arabs 
cu t off the oil su pply , bu t when 
the crisis passed it renewed its 
rom ance with the big car at a 
price it seems willing to pay . 
T he resu lt is a waste all 
arou nd. Money that goes into 
high coat energy isn't av ailable 
for beer and skittles. It goes to 
O PEC 
cou ntries 
whose per 
capita income has su ddenly 
ju m ped ahead of tha t of the 
U .S. (In Ku wait the figu re per 
person is $11,510; in the U.S., 
it’s $7 .060.) Bu t the OPEC 
nations' people aren’t getting 
m u ch ou t of their m onetary 
riches, their ru lers keep p u t­ 
ting the new-fou nd money into 
fighter planes and missiles, 
w ith new little balances of 
terror growing u p u nder the 
u m brella of the big U .S.-Sov i­ 
et balance of terror. 
So the world, w hether it’s 
West or East, First, Second or 
T h i r d , grow s p oore r all 
arou nd. Bu t not ev ery thing is 
hopeless. For one thing, there 
are the nibblers who persist in 
ex perim enting at the edge of 
things. They are finding new 
way s of squ eezing oil from old 
fields. Ev ery tim e y ou write 
abou t 
what one nibbler 
is 
doing, y ou hear of others. 
T he dev elopm ent of a long­ 
term battery is one project of 
the nibblers. T hey ’v e already 
m ade one for atom ic su b­ 
m arines, bu t since it inv olv es 


u sing silv er in a silv er-zinc 
com bination it’s too ex pensiv e 
for an au tom obile. O ther ex ­ 
perim ents are being m ade with 


a lithiu m -m etal su lfide cou pl­ 
ing, a sodiu m -su lfu r linkage, 
a n d 
a s od iu m - a n tim on y 
trichloride mix . For u se in an 
electric car these hav e disad­ 
v antages ranging from cost to 
the size of packaging. None of 
them seem as far along as a 
zinc-chloride battery on which 
the O ccidental Oil Com pany 
and 
Gu lf and W estern In­ 
du stries. team ing u p as Energy 
Dev elopm ent Associates, hav e 
spent $12 million of their own 
m oney . 
T his zinc-chloride battery , 
u sing a safe form of chlorine, 
was pu t in a Vega some fiv e 
y ears ago, and it ran the car 
152 m iles on a single prov ing 
grou nd test at a 50-mile clip 
T he trou ble was that the ba t­ 
tery with its chlorine hy drate 
took u p an inordinate am ou nt 
of space in the car. Bu t now it 
is more com pact and on its 
way to meeting the criterion 
set by Gu lf and W estern’s Dr. 
M ilton Hollander, who wou ld 
refu se to bu y an au tom obile 
tha t didn’t hav e room for golf 
bags. 
T he first u se of the zinc- 
chloride, long life battery will 
probably be for so-called load 
lev elling in pu blic u tilities. It 
will be tested at the Pu blic 
Serv ice Electric and Gas com 
pany in Hillsboro, New Jersey , 


w ithin two y ears. T he idea is 
to store u p a reserv e of electric 
cu rrent in the battery du ring 
the offpeak u tility hou rs, and 
then to u se it to meet su rges ,n 
weekday dem and. If all works 
ou t as is ex pected, the sav ings 
on power com pany operating 
costs - and fu el 
- will he 
enorm ou s. 
Since u tilities are tu rning 
more and more to coal, their 
u se of long liv ed storage ba t­ 
teries for load lev elling wou ld 
not hav e mu ch im pact on the 
nation’s oil hill. T he really 
constru ctiv e u se of the battery 
wou ld lie for transportation 
By the tim e it will take to 
dev elop 
a 
totally 
designed 
electric car, there will be 32 
million U.S. hou seholds with 
two or more cars. If a qu arter 
of t he m u ltiple cars in u se were 
battery powered, the sav ings 
in gasoline wou ld ex ceed 17 
million gallons a day . And the 
sav ings wou ld be net. for the 
c a r 
ba t t e r i e s 
w ou ld be 
recharged 
in 
basem ents 
at 
night by electric power gener­ 
ated from coal, or possibly 
nu clear, fu els. 
Electric 
batteries 
are 
al­ 
ready powering postal v ans 
and other stop-and-go deliv ery 
tru cks in Am erican cities. Bu t 
deliv ery v an range is necessar­ 
ily lim ited by the short-term 
batteries that are now in u se. 
W ith a zinc-chlorine battery , a 
fou r-passenger com m u ter v e­ 
hicle cou ld go u p to 200 miles 
on a single charge at an av er­ 
age 50-mile an hou r speed

KINGSTON—Nancy T. Riaeley , president of the Ulster 
County Bar AfuwKiation and newly appointed aaaiatant district 
attorney , looks back on her beginnings as a lawy er and say s,"I 
went to law school so I could get a job.” 


A surprising answer from someone who has been as hard­ 
working and successful as Mrs. Riseley has, but a fact 
nonetheless. 


Mrs. Riseley graduated from Skidmore College in 196.'» with 
a degree in economics and no career in sight. In her own words: 
“1 couldn't do any thing. A liberal arts education prepares y ou 
for nothing.” 


Determined to make something of her life, Mrs. Riseley 
entered Albany Law School and graduated in 1968 . “Some 
pe<TpIe enter law school because they need a career and they 
find they can’t stay - the work is too demanding,” say s Mrs 
Riseley . who enjoy ed the challenge. I.4iw school was only the 
beginning of a career that demands an ex traordinary amount 
of dedication, constant work and long hours. “If y ou look in 
the windows of law offices on Green Street and uptown 
Kingston, y ou’ll see one out of every two has lights on after 
6 p.m.,” say s the pert, 33-y ear-old attorney citing an ex ample 
of the ex tra work lawy ers must do if they are to be successful. 
"People don’t realize how difficult this kind of job is.” 


Mrs. Riseley is particularly resentful of the bad reputation 
the public has attributed to lawy ers since Watergate— and the 
two Ulster County judges on trial now haven’t helped any . 
"This is a bad time for lawy ers, but we are try ing to maintain 
our image,” ex plains Mrs. Riseley with dignity . “There are 
ex tremely dedicated lawy ers here in Ulster County , but bad 
press overshadows the good things we’ve done.” Because law 
IS such a confidential business, coverage of positive occurences 
is difficult.” The Bar Association doesn’t advertise itself, and 
people can’t possibly know what individual attorney s are doing 
that’s good.” 


Mrs. Riseley also point* out that people do a great deal of 
complaining about lawy ers’ fees without realizing how little of 
each fee is actually taken home by the attorney . "Some people 
think that all we do is rush into the courtroom, say a few words, 
leave again, and that’s it.” 


She describes the reality of law practice in the words of 
Abraham Lincoln: “An attorney ’s time i* his stock and trade.” 


Besides the "tremendous overhead” a lawy er must pay for 
the upkeep of his or her office, an attorney ’s work hours are 
almost endless. Mrs. Riseley doesn’t get home to her house in 
Krumville until almost 8 o’clock each night, and even then 
she’s alway s “on call.” People go to a lawy er because they have 
some kind of problem to be dealt with, and often clients under 
stress will call attorney s like Mrs. Riseley just to talk, to relieve 
anx ieties. 


Mrs. Riseley has never regretted her decision to become a 
lawy er. She has been in private practice for the past eight y ears 
—ever since she graduated law school. How does one acq uire 
a private practice right out of school? “You hang up y our 
shingle and go to work building up a reputation’” ex plains the 
assistant D.A. with a simple shrug. But it wasn’t easy . 
Mrs. Riseley made her first attorney ’s fees serving as an 
assigned counsel for the county . Her job was to defend indigents 
in criminal cases. After the first two and a half y ears of private 
Ç 
ractice, the y oung attorney was appointed town justice for the 
own of Olive. She served from 1972 to 1975 , and then retired 
after one term to form a partnership with her husband. 
Attorney Richard F. Riseley Jr., at their present office on 111 
Green St. 
Mrs. Riseley has alway s served in some capacity in the Ulster 
County Bar Association, and she claims that working her way 
up Co président for 1977 wasn’t too difficult. 
TTer appointment as assistant D.A. was a much greater 
surprise. One day she received a call from District Attorney 
Frank Vogt, who asked her if she would be interested in taking

She is pleased to n ^ 
that Vogt, a registered Republican, chose her, a refpstered 
Conservative: and she now warmly refers to Vogt as the first 
"non-partisan D.A..” 


The new assistant D.A.’s position req uire* only part-time 
work, but Mrs. Riseley admits that she’ll have to cut down on 
her private practice for the first time in her career. The county 
job req uires her appearance in city court every morning, five 
day s a week. 


Back in the office, Mrs. Riseley is often asked how she farw 
in partnership with her husband in business and at home, vve 
gel along ex cellently , which I am told is very uniq ue, answers 
Mrs. Riseley happily .

She went from $13,500 a year on Indianapolis’ W ISH-TV 
to a $55,000 job at Chicago’s W M AQ-TV. " I t’s safe to say 
I'm a fatalist," she says.

attitu de is definitely “ qu e sera, sera." Says Jane. "Things 
have always worked ou t for me. Ju st when I b egan to 
consider my job dru dgery and thou ght I was heading 
nowhere — som ething wonderfu l popped u p 
I’ve had 
preciou s little control over my life so far. Things have 
worked ou t despite m e,” . 
She winces at the su ggestion that getting Barb ara 
W alter’s old job was a plu m . 
"NBC-TV did not play godm other to a wou ld-b e C in­ 
derella," pou ts Pau ley. "I'm intelligent and com petent. 
And I don’t relish failu re.” She su rvived seven nerve- 
wracking on-the-air "T oday” tryou ts, which u ltim ately 


landed her the job . 
She is am b itiou s, b u t claim s she d id n ’t claw her way to 
this room at the top over su ch seasoned television jou rnal­ 
ists as B etty Fu rness, B etty Rollin and Cassie M ackin. 
"I'm living proof that a woman doesn’t have to grapple 
with b arriers. At no tim e have I politicked for this job . I 
certainly haven’t come to New York owing anyone any 
favors. In fact, I've never known a wom an who had to 
com prom ise herself for a job ." , 
Com parisons to B arb ara W alters m ake su percool Pau ley 
b ristle. "B arb ara W alters and I don't sou nd alike, 
she 
protests in diction that parallels her predecessor’s. "And 
physical sim ilarities are far-fetched and ab su rd 
W alters, she says crisply, had to b e com b ative. "S he 
came into the television indu stry when women w eren't 
welcomed with open arm s. B u t she d id n ’t sell herself. She 
worked hard .” 
One of Pau ley’s first "T oday" assignm ents was a recita 
tion on "W innie the Pooh;” she hu gged a stu ffed b ear and 
m ade a saccharine speech. T he cu tesy segm ent d id n 't faze 
her sense of professionalism: 
“ B arb ara W alters d id n 't b egin her "T oday" career b y- 
interviewing Henry K issinger and Anwar Sadat. She did 
flu ff interviews many tim es a week. Bu t she is rem em b ered 
for her occasional hard-hitting interview s." 
Pau ley, an Indiana University gradu ate, won't discu ss her 
salary. "I've read it’s six fiqu res," she says. “It w ou ldn't 
b e good taste to b e m ore specific." 
She pays the transportation costs of her "b est friend,” 
Bill Shaw , 2 8, an Indianapolis reporter she sees every 


weekend. "I can afford these expenses and he can t. W hst 
does this do to her m an’s ego and self pride? "Bill s attitu d e 
is that it’s b etter to have a rich girl friend than a poor one, 
she says.

Is m arriage in her fu tu re? "W e have no seriou s plans, in 
fact 1 don’t know if this will rem ain an exclu sive rela­ 
tionship. Oh, m ayb e we’ll su rvive this separation. 
I he 
scu ttleb u tt is that Shaw is dating a newswoman in 
Indianapolis. 


She says she’s looked hard at herself in the mirror and: 
"I think I’m nice looking. I look like a person who d b e nice 
to know. The glam ou r people associate with me comes with 
the lights and the m ake-u p.” 


Her parents, Richard and M ary Pau ley of Indianapolis, 
are not “overwhelm ed" b y her overnight 
s u c c e s s . "B u t. 
she says, sm iling, "if they read anything in the m edia that 
is anti-Jane, they chalk it u p to slipshod reporting. 
Her older sister Ann, a nu clear engineer in P ittsb u rgh, 
is the real "sta r" in the Pau ley fam ily. " I’ve often b laned 
my insecu rities on Ann ...

PLATTEKILL — While lawyers for 


the town and Dutchess Sanitation battle 
in court again, the state police and 
sheriffs department are weighing the 
company's garbage trucks in hope of 
catching the Poughkeepsie-based com- 
pany breaking the law. 


The law enforcement agencies agreed to 


test the tonnage of Dutchess trucks haul- 
ing refuse into the Plattekill landfill after 
a meeting last week between local and 
county officials, the district attorney and 
concerned citizens who claimed the com- 
pany was bringing in garbage from as far 
away as the Bronx. 


Dist Atty. Francis Vogt said this week 


that the police will be spot checking to see 
if Dutchess is violating a county law 
prohibiting the importation of more than 
60 tons of non-organic material into the 
county each week. 


The garbage war started almost a year 


ago when Dutchess began hauling refuse 
from across the river into its 74-acre 
landfill in Plattekill. 


The town objected, asked Vogt for help 


until it could hire its, own lawjer. and won 
a tempor.irv injunction against the com- 
pany. 


Dutchess then was granted a change in 


the wording of the court order to allow 
them to cart nun-organic or demolition 
material to the site. 


Town attorne) Michael Forrester then 


appealed to the Supreme Court uphold 
the local law prohibiting any imported 
dumping, without a trial. 


Justice William Murray not only re- 


fused Plattekill's requPM but came out 
with a. decision statins; that "regional 
needs of an area dictate the necessity for 
landfill needs and transcend and town 
needs or local law " 


Forrester and Dutches', attorney Harold 


Mangold today present their arguments 
to the five judges of the Supreme Court 
Appellate Division in Albany, to which 
Plattekill appealed Murray's decision. 


According to Vogt, who has stepped out 


of these legal proceedings, the case could 
have a staggering effect on the region. 


"Basically what Judge Murray's de- 


cision says is that wherever a need exists, 
companies can come in from anywhere 
and dump garbage."

All should 
be back by summer, they said. 


Hoffmann's announcement 


kept in force a readmission 
plan he had offered before he 
convened a special com- 
mission to study the honor 
question. He said that body, 
headed by former astronaut 
and

Frank Borman, agreed with 
his decision. 


"It will be good for the 


school, the class, and them," 
said David Chadwick of Buf- 
falo, a senior cadet who will 
graduate this spring, a year 
ahead of the expelled cadets 


who had been his classmate* 
for more than two years. 


Chadwick said that what 


worried him about the plan 
was Hoffmann's suggestion 
that the code's section making 
tolerating offense* as bad at 
cheating, lying or stealing 
might be changed. "That's 
what I'm worried about," be 
said.

Dennis Zambetti, a senior 


from Closter, N.J., called 
Hoffman's action "a good de-' 
cision.' 


Bary Bomier, of Grand 


Blanc, Mich., said he had been 
separated from the Academy 
once for academic problems 
and had come back later — as 
the cadets who cheated will 
have to do. 


The cadets who were ex- 


pelled should not, Bomier 
said, have to "pay that high a 
price for what's happened 
here." He said he was "person- 
ally very impressed" with 
Hoffman's handling of the 
scandal and his feelings for 
cadets' situations. 


One senior cadet who lis- 


tened to Hoffman but who did 
not want to give his name said 
he was unhappy with the de- 
cision to readmit the cadets, 
adding that he didn't think all 
the cadets involved had been 
honest in their dealings with 
honor boards. 


Hoffmann's announcement 


that Lt. Gen. Sidney B. Berry 
would be replaced7"in the 
spring" was the second move 
involving a top West Point 
official. Brig. Gen. Walter F. 
Ulmer, the-coramandant, was 
transferred Jan. 1 and left the 


school Wednesday, only hours 
after Hoffman's announce- 
ment. 


"We feel it's time for new 


management," Hoffmann 
said. "We feel the appropriate 
thing to do is bring in a new 


superintendent."

He maintained 
there was not enough water flow in the 
brook "to support gondolas and steam- 
boats," and said that in dry or drought 
periods, "the town would live to regret the 
fact that there was nothing in the stream 
effluent."

Association board, who argued against 
"something as atrocious as sewage 
dumped into a stream that passes right 
through the center of a town that prides 
itself so much on unspoiled beauty it bans 
neon signs and billboards."

maintained Woodstock's sewage problem 
was "rampant," the stream "already pol- 
luted," and that he had often been called 
on to repair similar plants that had 
overflowed into streams because of elec- 
trical failures. "These plants fail and fail 
often," said Anderson, "and, because this 
town has severe sewage problems, we 
want no more pollution dumped into a 
dry creek. We've been lucky not to have 
had an outbreak of disease already."

Nedley, who feared that 


"nothing short of a revolution in plumb- 
ing is required to solve this problem." 


•Architect Jeffrey Millstein, who in-

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GOP Ready for Change 


Refreshing winds of change seem to be breezing through the 


Ulster County Republican Party as the GOP prepares to choose 
its new county chairman on Friday. 


In the wake of November's election disasters, both the party 


"Old Guard" and dissatisfied "grass roots" factions are singing 
new themes. Saugerties attorney Michael Catalinotto, who has 
the backing of such established party powers as H. Clark Bell, 
and Kenneth Whispell, the county's super- intendant of buildings 
who believes he represents the "little people" among party 
workers, are both promising to make the party organization more 
open to young people and more responsive to the rank-and-file. 


The GOP inner circle which for years has dominated Ulster 


County politics is, in a sense, pleading guilty to accusations that 
it has become too rigid, ingrown and smug. 


But, as the traditional womb and rearing-place of the county's 


most prominent political leaders and public officials, the party 
elite still believes it is best equipped to lead the party through 
the promised reforms. 


Backed by that elite, Catalinotto has promised if he is named 


chairman to consult the committeemen before making appoint- 
ments and policy decisions. He has promised to actively recruit 
young people to the party, to to aim at the intellects of county 
voters instead of their emotions, and to be more open with the 
press. 


Obviously these pledges are carefully tailored to counter 


Whispell's broad-based appeal within party ranks. 


Many party regulars give Catalinotto high marks for brains and 


energy and see him as the kind of man the GOP needs to recharge 
its faltering strength and influence. But the yearning for change 
may run too deep within the county organization for Catalinotto 
to overcome. 


"Throw the bums out!" seems to be the prevailing sentiment 


among Whispell supporters who believe their man is more 
naturally inclined than Catalinotto and his backers to work 
openly, without personal ambition and without insulating himself 
within a clique. 


On the other hand some Republicans feel that Whispell, as 


superintendant of county buildings, would find himself in an 
awkward position as party chairman. Though none question his 
honesty, they fear he would be open to charges of conflict of 
interest in his role as a large purchaser of building materials, labor . 
and supplies from local contractors who might also be con- 
tributors to the GOP. 


The first real test of the promises to let the rank and file wield 


more influence will come tomorrow night even before the new 
chairman is chosen. Whether the voting is open or by secret ballot, 
some committeemen feel, will show whether the party powers are 
still determined to keep the rank-and-file in line or now are willing 
to let them exercise their wishes without looking over their 
shoulders. 


Whichever man wins, he'll have a big job to do. The pledges 


to open the GOP to wider participation and free debate will have 
to be made good if the party is to maintain its strength. If he 
can succeed, the new chairman will be doing a service to all Ulster 
County citizens.

An Incredible Appointment 


The 
designated 
members 
of Mr. 


Carter's new Cabinet, and the key mem- 
bers of his staff, are being examined 
taxonomically — in the same way that 
one would read the ethnic profile of a 
political ticket. There has got to be a 
Catholic, a Jew, an Italian, a black a 
woman: the list is of course potentially 
endless. The Kennedy's being something 
of a genus in American politics, it is now 
a necessity to appoint a "Kennedyite"' to 
a special position, and the choice on the 
current roster is Theodore Sorenson. Mr. 
Sorenson is brilliantly qualified, having 
had close personal and professional ties 
with John Kennedy, for whom he also 
wrote 
speeches — including, para- 


doxically, the most bellicose passage of 
the famous inaugural address in which 
President Kennedy expressed a national 
itch to send the Marines anywhere in the 
world where the candle of freedom 
flickered. 


Paradoxical because Mr. Sorenson is 


nowadays identified as the mother hen o( 
the dovecotes. He is widely identified 
with the movement to grant instant am- 
nesty to those who broke ranks during the 
Vietnam war, and until there is evidence 
to the contrary one assumes that Mr. 
Sorenson is taking a moral rather than a 
pragmatic position. That, at any rate, is 
the reason why Senator Henry Jackson 
opposed the nomination of Mr. Sorenson 
as head of the Central Intelligency Agen- 
cy: which appointment ^was, to quote 
Senator Taft on the choice of Mr. Durkin 
as Dwight Eisenhower's Secretary of La- 
bor in 1952, "an incredible appointment." 


The thing about Sorenson is that he is, 


above all, a moralist. Now that is not all 
bad. Indeed, at a certain level it can be 
thought to be all good. Moralists set the 
tone for society. And ultimate questions 
inquire of something only whether it is 
good or evil, all other questions being 
essentially clerical. 


On a recent morning, at a newsstand in 


a Caribbean resort, two middleaged 
Americans, clearly cosmopolitan by their 
appearance and accent, were looking over 
the smut counter, and the elder one said, 
"You're too moral to buy one of these." 
His companion said 
defensively: "I 


haven't had a moral thought since I was 
16." Everyone in the area laughed. I 
didn't, and neither would Sorenson have 
laughed. 


But Ssorenson has been appointed to 


head up the CIA. And the CIA is not an 
organization brought together to ponder 
moral problems. When the late John L. 
Lewis was told that the Ethical Practices 
Committee of the AFL-CIO had spent 
three days in closed chambers, he sent 
over the message: "Have you discovered 


any ethical practices yet?" 


The CIA is an organizadon which ac- 


cepts presumtively the moral right of the 
United States to survive, and the de- 
rivative tactical necessity to maneuver in 
a world thoroughly uninhabited by moral- 
ists. 


About a year ago. Mr. Sorenson ad- 


dressed a distinguished gathering to give 
his views on the subject of the bribing ol 
foreign officials by American corporation 
executives. While he acknowledged the 
complexity of the problem, his remedy 
was categorical. He would favor legisla- 
tion making it a crime under American 
law for an American to bribe any official 
anywhere in the world, never mind the 
circumstances. Toward the end of the 
afternoon, one could close one's eyes and 
hear Cotton Mather speaking. Cotton 
Mather, given the century he lived in, was 
not all that bad: but he would never have 
done as head of a swinging intelligence 
agency. 


Ted Sorenson is a deeply intelligent 


man, and he would have no difficulty at

all in comprehending the nature of the 
problem. He is probably even skilled in 
self-analysis. But. the 
temperamental 


strain of needing to overcome inclinations 
so marked could bring on an immobiliz- 
ing organizationl strain, or in any event 
render the CIA less than as useful as it 
ought to be. What characteristically then 
happens is that other organizations begin, 
out of necessity, to do work which is 
considered essential. The Army, the 
Navy, the State Department, the Bureau 
-of Customs. . . . 


Mr. Sorenson will be thoroughly inter- 


rogated. But he is not likely to have much 
difficulty. It is hard to put questions to 
him of a hypothethical kind that would 
highlight his problem. He is the best 
authority in the matter, and his accep- 
tance of Mr. Carter's nomination suggests 
one of two things: a) that he believes he 
can overcome his inclination to moral 
judgement,, or b) that he is pleased that 
he now had the authority to bring his 
moral afflatus to bear on the CIA the 
better to neutralize it.

Cleaning up White+Collar Justice 


WASHINGTON - The inside story of 


Watergate by John Dean, who went to jail 
for his role in it, is higher this week on 
the best-seller list than an account of 
those same events by the prosecutor who 
helped send him there, Leon Jaworski. 


A number of reputable people, includ- 


ing some conservative columnists, are 
pressing President Ford to pardon the 
Watergate thugs still in prison with the 
argument they did less wilfull damage 
than the Vietnam draft dodgers, to whom 
President-elect Carter plans to give am- 
nesty. 


Ex-President Nixon, the only one of the 


Watergate crowd to currently possess a 
pardon, sits in San Clemente hinting 
darkly of returning to the public scene in 
some prestigious official capacity, as 
befitting his former title. 


Meanwhile, a local district court judge 


has just imposed astonishingly stiff jail 
sentences upon two you rig people who 
embezzled from their employers, with the 
complaint that white-collar criminals 
have been getting off too easily in the 
past. 


And U.S. Supreme Court Chief Justice 


Warren Burger in his annual year-end 
report on the judiciary objected to the 
wide disparities in criminal sentences for 
similar crimes, an observation he con- 
fined to similarly situated defendants but 
which could easily have much broader 


application. 


Obviously, the quality of justice meted 


out to criminal defendants is pretty much 
in the eye of the beholder. Too much 
judicial flexibility has led to arbitrary 
results, particularly in the treatment of 
those convicted of so-called white-collar 
crimes like fraud or political corruption, 
which do not involve violence. 


On the one hand, it appears to serve no 


humane purpose to send a community 
leader of previously unsullied reputation, 
who is of no continuing danger to others, 
to an overcrowded prison hellhole. On the 
other, it doesn't seem fair for such a 
person to get lighter punishment because 
he is richer or more powerful than some 
poor bloke who could only employ the 
same greedy instincts by robbing others 
on the streets. 


The most interesting development in 


this area is alternative sentencing, an 
effort to punish the white-collar criminal 
sufficiently to deter others, hut at the 
same time gain some community good. 
Instead of prison, judges have imposed 
terms of charity or environmental work. 


One of the most notable examples of 


such experimental sentencing occurred in 
a case involving price-fixing in the paper 
label industry. U.S. District Court Judge 
Charles Renfrew of San Francisco im- 
posed stiff fines on the convicted ex- 
ecutives and then required each ,of them 


to speak before at least 12 civic and 
business groups about their offenses and 
subsequent experience with the criminal 
justice system. 


Recently, Judge Renfrow completed a 


study of the impact of his unique sentenc- 
ing, and came to the conclusion he didn't 
know if he'd want to do it again. 


The judge sent a questionnaire to all 


business, civic and educational groups 
which had heard one of the court-ordered 
presentations, plus a variety of legal 
experts knowledgable in anti-trust. He 
felt it "significant" that many of those in 
the audiences had said they were 
prompted to make an extra effort in their 
own companies to comply with federal 
anti-trust laws. 


But respondents found it difficult to 


accept the new concept, criticizing him 
both for being too lenient and too harsh. 
Not surprisingly, the businessmen and 
corporate counsels who responded liked 
the lighter sentence idea. Law professors 
and his fellow judges weren't very keen on 


Renfrow decided that perhaps the 


greatest value in the experiment was in 
stimulating widespread discussion of the 
inequities and problems of criminal jus- 
tice in white-collar areas like anti-trust. 
Which, of course, leaven us a bit more 
enlightened but no closer to a truly fair 
and even-handed system.

Jgc/lt Anderson 
Nixon 
Bypassed 
Merit Plan 


WASHINGTON — The last of 


the Watergate investigations, an 
exhaustive, year-long probe of 
Richard Nixon's efforts to cir- 
cumvent the federal merit system, 
has just been completed. 


According to the confidential 


findings, the Nixon White House 
set up a political clearance sys- 
tem, which checked the political 
philosophies and connections of 
hundreds of applicants for govem- 
nent jobs. 


The applications were processed 


by a special White House 
Personnel- Operation, which was 
established to tighten the Nixon 
grip on the federal bureaucracy. 
The politically favored applicants 
would be ranked, depending on 
how influencial their backers 
were. 


Then the White House would plant 


them in key career jobs which, under the 
law, were supposed to be awarded accord- 
ing to merit. The hiring was arranged 
through a network of centrally controlled 
"special referral units," which operated 
quietly inside various government agen- 
cies. 


Even more shocking, top officials of the 


Civil Service Commission condoned and 
even participated in the political manipu- 
lations. They not only were aware of the 
illegal patronage system but used it 
themselves. -Yet they are responsible for 
safeguarding the merit system. 


These startling findings, perhaps the 


last echo of the Watergate years, are 
contained in a report by the House sub- 
committee on manpower and civil ser- 
vice. The painstaking study, which hasn't 
yet been released to the public, outlined 
how the Nixon administration tried to 
restore the discredited political spoils 
system, which was abolished 94 years ago. 


According to the study, political favor- 


itisn in the civil service system reached 
a peak during the Nixon years, 1969 
through 1973. Here's how it worked: 


Patronage units were set up within each 


federal agency to find positions for indi- 
viduals who were given a "preferred" 
status by the White House Person- 
nelOperation. 


The applications had to be forwarded to 


the Civil Service Commission, of course, 
for approval. But top CSC officials, in- 
stead of policing the illegal preferential 
hiring, aided and abetted it. Using their 
own "pink-tag" system to segregate the 
favored applications, they helped to ex- 
pedite then. 


The subcommittee report charges that 


Commissioner Ludwig J. Andolsek was 
personally responsible for expediting 100 
to 300 special pink-tag cases. In one case, 
Chairman Robert Hampton intervened at 
the request of a former congressman for 
one of the ex-congressman's relatives. 


As an example of how the patronage 


system operated, the study cites the 
General Services Administration, which 
hired more than 300 employes through 
the patronage system. 


One GSA official gave an affidavit that 


he had been instructed by his superiors 
to hire a driver for former Attorney 
General John Mitchell during a hiring 
spree. 


The official said he was also directed to 


hire the sons of two former Nixon cohorts, 
ex-Attorney General Richard Kliendienst 
and ex-Budget Director George Shultz. 
For Shultz, testified the GSA aide, "we 
established a job we did not need and at 
a location of his choosing." 


Yet six weeks earlier, the GSA had 


dropped a custodial laborer with nine 
children from the payroll, because there 
was no money to pay his salary. . 


Nixon's first GSA chief, Robert Kunzig, 


came out of the Pennsylvania Republicar 
organization. He allegedly established a 
special "Pennsylvania Connection," 
through which Pennsylvanians received 
preferential treatment. 


According to the report, Pennsylvania's 


powerful senators, Hugh Scott and Rich- 
ard Schweiker, sent 91 and 130 job refer- 
rals, respectively, to GSA. One applicant 
recommended by Schweiker, Jack 
LeMay, played an active role in the 
patronage operation. 


At the Health, Education and Welfare 


Dept., patronage placements were made 
by the Office of Special Projects. This was 
a special political office which was set up, 
according to a confidential meno, to serve 
"as a central point of contact on all 
politically sensitive matters which ought 
not be broached through regular Depart- 
ment channels." 


The office was headed temporarily by a 


political commissar, named Sam 
Schulhof, who explained his function to 
.Undersecretary Frank Carlucci in this 
confidential language: "'Patronage,' 'in- 
formation,' 'advice,' 'political coordi- 
nation' and 'quiet implementation' are 
key words which describe our mission." 


The 
office 
checked 
the 
political 


philosophies of hundreds of job appli- 
cants and even contract applicants. This 
political skulduggery was kept so secret 
that the Office of Special Projects wasn't 
listed on HEW's official organizational 
chart. 


The reason, according to the Schulhof 


memo, was "The sensitivity of its func- 
tions and, frankly, an unwillingness of 
anyone to really admit parental lineage." 


Footnote: A CSC spokesman told our 


associate Larry Kratowitz that neither 
Chairman Hampton nor Commissioner 
Handolsek had ever "exerted pressure on 
anyone" to procure job*'for favored indi- 
viduals, although Hampton acknowl- 
edged that referrals he'before 1974 "might 


, well have had the appearance of im- 
propriety." A spokwman 
for Sen.- 


Schweicker insisted it wan "proper and 
legitimate" to help constituent* find gov- 
ernment job*. We were unable to reach' 
Scott for hid comment.

Sexual Equality Is 
Sexual Absurdity 


At the risk of being called a male 


chauvinist, and a pig to boot, I would express 
with reasonable certainty the personal belief 
that all the power and glory of the United 
States Government cannot make equals of 
women and men. 


Equality is a noble concept. Equality of 


blacks and whites, poor and rich, women and 
men. The concept is fundamental to demo- 
cratic government. As with all things, how- 
ever, equality pushed to the point of absurdi- 
ty surely will destroy the concept itself. 


By definition, women and men are not the 


same, and for the government to try to make 
them so is more than absurd. It is obscene. 
There was a porno air about the Supreme 
Court the other day when the nine old men 
addressed the issue of whether women and 
men are equals, despite anatomical dif- 
ferences, because women are capable of 
becoming pregnant and men are capable of 
having circumcisions, vasectomies and pro- 
statectomies. 


Politicians 
will promise anything, of 


course, and Congress in many laws has 
promised women equality with men in em- 
ployment, education, voting and all else 
politicians can reach. The laws assume that 
men by nature discriminate against women, 
and it is government's duty to stop invidious 
sex discrimination. 


Nature being what it is, men undoubtedly 


have discriminated against women and, gov- 
ernment being what it is, Congress undoub- 
tedly can make women the equals of men in 
the voting booth and other places where, as 
the bureaucrats say, sex is inoperative. 
Absurdity begins where sex begins It is 
dumb for government to order integration of 
girls' and boys' gym classes It is stupid for 
government to outlaw all-boy choirs. Boys 
and girls are different, and men and women 
are more different. 


It is absurd and obscene for government to 


declare women and men equals because 
women become pregnant and men have 
circumcisions, vasectomies and prostatec- 
tomies. But government has tried to push 
employment equality to that absurdity. 


Congress decreed in the 1964 Civil Rights 


Act that employers cannot discriminate on 
account of "race, color, religion, sex or 
national origin." In further refining sex 
discrimination, the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission decreed that em- 
ployers discriminate when they recognize 
pregnancy. And so the issue was joined: If 
employers provide disability insurance to 
men, does the law require disability insur- 
ance for pregnant women? 


The Supreme Court pondered and de- 


cided. Six of the nine old men held that the 
denial of disability insurance for pregnancy 
is not discriminatory because women are 
different than men. Three felt that women 
are no different than men, inasmuch as 
women become pregnant whereas men have 
circumcisions, vasectomies and prostatec- 
tomies. 


The absurdity is not in the decision, but 


in the fact that the issue came before the 
Supreme Court. Women's rights will march 
on, despite the decision. Congress can and 
probably will override the decision and 
proceed to still greater absurdities. 


If I stand accused of being a male 


chauvinist pig, my defense is not that wom- 
en are not the equals of men. I know some 
women who are more than the equals of men 
My defense is that when equality is pushed 
to absurdity, the concept itself is en- 
dangered.

Battery-Run Cars? 


Jimmy Carter is inheriting a 


country that has been living in 
a fool's paradise. It had its 
scare in 1973 when the Arabs 
cut off the oil supply, but when 
the crisis passed it renewed its 
romance with the big car at a 
price it seems willing to pay 


The result is a waste all 


around. Money that goes into 
high cost energy isn't available 
for beer and skittles. It goes to 
OPEC countries whose per 
capita income has suddenly 
jumped ahead of that of the 
U S. (In Kuwait the figure per 
person is $11,510; in the U.S., 
it's $7,060.) But the OPEC 
nations' people aren't getting 
much out of their monetary 
riches, their rulers keep put- 
ting the new-found money into 
fighter planes and missiles, 
with new little balances of 
terror growing up under the 
umbrella of the big U.S.-Sovi- 
et balance of terror. 


So the world, whether it's 


West or East, First, Second or 
Third, grows poorer all 
around. But not everything is 
hopeless For one thing, there 
are the mbblers who persist in 
experimenting at the edge of 
things. They are fmding_new 
ways of squeezing oil from old 
fields. Every time you write 
about what one nibbler is 
doing, you hear of others. 


The development of a long- 


term battery is one project of 
the nibblers They've already 
made one for atomic sub- 
marines, but since it involves 


using silver in a silver-zinc 
combination it's too expensive 
for an automobile. Other ex- 
periments are being made with 
a lithium-metal sulfide coupl- 
ing, a sodium-sulfur linkage, 
and a sodium-antimony 
trichloride mix. For use in an 
electric car these have disad- 
vantages ranging from cost to 
the size of packaging. None of 
them seem as far along as a 
zinc-chloride battery on which 
the Occidental Oil Company 
and Gulf and Western In- 
dustries, teaming up as Energy 
Development Associates, have 
spent $12 million of their own 
money. 


This zinc-chloride battery, 


using a safe form of chlorine, 
was put in a Vega some five 
years ago, and it ran the car 
152 miles on a single proving 
ground test at a 50-mile clip. 
The trouble was that the bat- 
tery with its chlorine hydrate 
took up an inordinate amount 
of space in the car. But now it 
is more compact and on its 
way to meeting the criterion 
set by Gulf and Western's Dr 
Milton Hollander, who would 
refuse to buy an automobile 
that didn't have room for golf

KINGSTON—Nancy T Rueley, president of the Ulster 


County Bar Association and newly appointed assistant district 
attorney, looks back on her beginnings as a lawyer and says, "I 
went to law school so I could get a job " 


A surprising answer from someone who has been as hard- 


working and successful as Mrs Riseley has, but a fact 
nonetheless 


Mrs Riseley graduated from Skidmore College in 1965 with 


a degree in economics and no career in sight In Tier own words 
"I couldn't do anything A liberal arts education prepares you 
for nothing " 


Determined to make something of her life, Mrs Riseley 


entered Albany Law School and graduated in 1968 "Some 
people enter law school because they need a career and they 
find they can't stay—the work is too demanding," says Mrs 
Riseley, who enjoyed the challenge Law school was only the 
beginning of a career that demands an extraordinary amount 
of dedication, constant work and long hours "If you look in 
the windows of law offices on Green Street and uptown 
Kingston, you'll see one out of every two has lights on after 
6 p m , " says the pert, 33-year-old attorney citing an example 
of the extra work lawyers must do if they are to be successful 
"People don't realize how difficult this kind of job is " 


Mrs Riseley is particularly resentful of the bad reputation 


the puolic has attributed to lawyers since Watergate— and the 
two Ulster County judges on tnal now haven't helped any 
"This is a bad time for lawyers, but we are trying to maintain 
our image," explains Mrs Riseley with dignity "There are 
extremely dedicated lawyers here in Ulster County, but bad 
press overshadows the good things we've done " Because law 
is such a confidential business, coverage of positive occurances 
is difficult " The Bar Association doesn't advertise itself, and 
people can't possibly know what individual attorneys are doing 
that's good " 


Mrs Riseley also points out that people do a great deal ot 


complaining about lawyers' fees without realizing how little of 
each fee is actually taken home by the attorney "Some people 
think that all we do is rush into the courtroom, say a few words, 
leave again, and that's it" 


She describes the reality of law practice in the words of 


Abraham Lincoln "An attorney's time is his stock and trade " 


Besides the "tremendous overhead" a lawyer must pay for 


the upkeep of his or her office, an attorney's work hours are 
almost endless Mrs Riseley doesn't get home to her house in 
Krumville until almost 8 o'clock each night, and even then 
she's always "on call " People go to a lawyer because they have 
some kind of problem to be dealt with, and often clients under 
stress will call attorneys like Mrs Riseley just to talk, to relieve 
anxieties 


Mrs Riseley has never regretted her decision to become a 


lawyer She has been m private practice for the past eight years 
—ever since she graduated law schooi How does one acquire 
a private practice right out of school' "You hang up your 
shingle and go to work building up a reputation'" explains the 
assistant D A with a simple shrug But it wasrrt easy 


Mrs Riseley made her first attorney's fees serving as an 


assigned counsel for the county Her job was to defend indigents 
in criminal cases After the first two and a half years of pnvate 
practice, the young attorney was appointed town justice for the 
Town of Olive She served from 1972 to 1975, and then retired 
after one term to form a partnership with her husband, 
Attorney Richard F Riseley Jr , at their present office on 111 
Green St 


Mrs Riseley has always served in some capacity in the Ulster 


County Bar Association, and she claims that working her way 
up to president for 1977 wasn't too difficult 


Her appointment as assistant D A was a much greater

NEW YORK - There the is - Jam Pauley - the all- 


American beauty from Indianapolis, "Today's" new wom- 
an, sitting ramrod-straight behind Barbara Walter's old 
desk, looking like a Vogue editorial for man-tailond suits,, 
smiling an enigmatic, Mona Lisa smile, oozing self- 
' confidence. 


Pauley, 25, puffs a Kool with expertise until smoke smarts 


her eyes. Alas, she can't rub. Smudged eye makeup is 
totally inappropriate for television's newest morning star, 
rumored to be making $200,000 a year. 


She claims the meteoric rise from relative anonymity to 


"Today" was not at her instigation. She says "they" called 
her., she didn't call "them." It has always been this way. 
She went from $13,500 a year on Indianapolis' WISH-TV 
to a $55,000 job at Chicago's WMAQ-TV. "It's safe to say 
I'm a fatalist," she says. 


Now this — television's "au courant" Big Deal. Her 


attitude is definitely "que sera, sera." Says Jane, "Things 
have always worked out for me. Just when I began to 
consider my job drudgery and thought I was heading 
nowhere — something wonderful popped up. I've had 
precious little control over my life so far. Things have 
worked out despite me." . 


She winces at the suggestion that getting Barbara 


Walter's old job was a plum. 


"NBC-TV did not play godmother to a would-be Cin- 


derella," pouts Pauley. "I'm intelligent and competent. 
And I don't relish failure." She survived seven nerve- 
wracking on-the-air "Today" tryouts, which ultimately 


landed her the job. 
' 


She is ambitious, but claims she didn't claw her way to 


this room at the top over such seasoned television journal- 
ists as Betty Fumcss, Betty Rollin and Cassie Mackin. 


"I'm living proof that a woman doesn't have to grapple 


with barriers. At no time have I politicked for this job. I 
certainly haven't come to New-York owing anyone any 
favors. In fact, I've never known a woman who had to 
compromise herself for a job." . 


Comparisons to Barbara' Walters make supercool Pauley 


bristle. "Barbara Walters and I don't sound alike," she 
protests in diction that parallels her predecessor's. "And 
physical similarities are far-fetched and absurd." 


Walters, she says crisply, had to be combative. "She 


came into the television industry when women weren't 
welcomed with open arms. But she didn't sell herself. She 
worked hard." 


One of Pauley's first "Today" assignments was a recita- 


tion on "Winnie the Pooh;" she hugged a stuffed bear and 
made a saccharine speech. The cutesy segment didn't faze 
her sense of professionalism: 


"Barbara Walters didn't begin her "Today" career by 


interviewing Henry Kissinger and Anwar Sadat. She did 
fluff interviews many times a week. But she is remembered 
for her occasional hard-hitting interviews." 


Pauley, an Indiana University graduate, won't discuss her 


salary. "I've read it's six fiqures," she says. "It wouldn't 
be good taste to be more specific." 


She pays the transportation costs of her "best friend," 


Bill Shaw, 28, an Indianapolis reporter she sees every 


weekend. "I can afford these expenses and b* can't." What 
does this do to her man's ego and self-pride? "Bill's attitude 
is that it's better to have a rich girl friend than a poor one," 
she says. 


Is marriage in her future? "We have no serious plans. In 


fact I don't know if this will remain an exclusive rela- 
tionship. Oh, maybe we'll survive this separation." The 
scuttlebutt is that Shaw is dating a newswoman in 
Indianapolis. 


She says she's looked hard at herself in the mirror and: 


"I think I'm nice looking. I look like a person who'd be nice 
to know. The glamour people associate with me comes with 
the lights and the make-up." 


Her parents, Richard and Mary Pauley of Indianapolis, 


are not "overwhelmed" by her overnight success. "But," 
she says, smiling, "if they read anything in the media that 
is anti-Jane, they chalk it up to slipshod reporting." 


Her older sister Ann, a nuclear engineer in Pittsburgh, 


is the real "star" in the Pauley family. "I've often blaned 
my insecurities on Ann ... She was always A-plus-plus. I 
made good grades.

ICE BOATING LIVES- 


A busy day on the ice 
The end of a full day of boating 


•You've Got to Love It, 
It Gets Cold Out There' 


PORT EWEN—When local ice boating enthusiasts take to the Hudson River 


to sail during these wintry days, thay are renewing participation in a sport that 
dates back to at least before the Civil War. 


The first ice boats may have been brought here by Dutch settlers. The sport 


had participants along the Hudson River before the Civil War and it is believed 
that the first ice yacht club was founded in 1861 just across the river, the 
Poughkeepsie Ice Yacht Club. 


The short sailing season must take advantage of frozen lakes and rivers. The 


season is a maximum of three months in the principal sailing centers of New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut, Michigan, Illinois, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


Ice'boats usually consist of a lightweight fuselage supported by a steel steering 


runner in front or behind. There are two runners outrigged on either side. The 
boats are capable of moving over the ice, under optimal conditions, at nearly 
four times the speed of the wind. A speed of 100 miles per hour is not uncommon 
and the official record is over 150 mph. 


At the Hidden Harbor Yacht Club here, a typical weekend day will have 10 


boats sailing on the ice. "When the ice is good, we'll sail ever)1 weekend until 
spring," said Warren Spinneweber, a local enthusiast. "You've got to love the 
sport— it gets cold out there!" 


Spinneweber, who has been ice boating for 15 years and has raced "10 or 15 


times", notes that the allEastern championship will be held the latter part of 
this month. "It usually draws about 150 boats and the site will depend upon 
where t h e i c e i s good."

DETROIT (UPI) - Ameri- 


cans bought 10.1 million new 
cars in 1976 —the fourth 
highest in history and 17 per 
cent above disastrous 1975 
levels. 


But the full significance of 


the figures reported Wednes- 
day on the best year since the 
Arab oil embargo in 1973 was 
the effect on the work force 
and on investment plans by 
U.S. and foreign automakers. 


It enabled Detroit 
auto- 


makers to reduce layoffs from 
above 300,000 in early 1975 — 
40 per cent of the blue collar 
force — to below 15,000 at the 
end of last-year. Renewed in- 
terest in small cars could drop 
the figure even lower. 


It also will lead to a record 


$6 billion expenditure on new 
plants in equipment this year 
as the industry attempts to 
write new records, topping 
1973. 


Volkswagen, once the No. 1 


import and now fighting for 
' third .spot, is spending more 
than $300 million on an as- 
sembly plant in West- 
moreland, Pa., to insure itself 
a spot in the American mar- 
ket. 


The four domestic auto- 


makers sold 8,606,573 cars in 
1976, nearly 22 per cent above 
the 7 million in 1975 and the 
highest level since pre-Arab oil 
embargo days in 1973. The 
foreign automakers watched 
their sales slip nearly 6 per 
cent to just under 1.5 million 
cars. 


General Motors Chairman 


Thomas A. Murphy used the 
occasion to repeat his predic- 
tion that sales in 1977 would 
be even better with domestic 
and foreign automakers selling 
11.25 million cars. 


With record truck sales in-

And we can't tell you your 
chance of getting a job when 
you finish. No one who works 
for us should talk to you about 
jobs or earnings." 


Another, where a newly of- 


fered course is involved, would 
state: 


"Our course is too new for us 


to know how often students 
who take this course finish or 
don't finish.

The agency originally pro- 


posd a rule governing voca- 
tional and home study schools 
in August, 1974. The proposal 


was republished in May, 1975, 
and today's report is the result 
of hearings held on the sub- 
ject.

from 
the 


original in the "Flesch Test" 
provision as well as in a pro- 
posed exemption for schools 
which enroll 75 or fewer stu- 
dents each year. 


The staff said while that 


approach would exclude 60 per

Airbags to Cut Premiums 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The in- 


surance industry has agreed to offer 
lower premiums for automobiles 
equipped with air bags, Transporta- 
tion Secretary William Coleman Jr. 
reported. 


Coleman told a news conference 


Wednesday that negotiations with the 
auto industry on a test project for air 
bags in cars are going "quite well" and 
a final announcement on the project is 
expected shortly. 


Coleman has been meeting off and 


on for two weeks with industry repre- 
sentatives on his proposal for a two- 
year test project, beginning in Septem- 
ber 1978, to place a half-million air 


bags in cars to test their injury preven- 
tion cfleetivness, us well as consumer 
acceptance. 


Coleman said the insurance industry 


agreed to olfcr lower premiums for air 
bag-equipped cars. Allstate Insurance 
Co., which has long backed the con- 
cept, already offered such reduced 
rates and some other insurance com- 
panies are now doing likewise. 


Colcman said still unsettled is 


whether manufacturers can obtain lia- 
biliy insurance to protect themselves 
against claims from those injured if an 
air bag does not function properly in 
a crash.

Planes Continue Hunt for Rafts 


Search Ends for Tanker in North Atlantic 


BOSTON (UPI) - The 


tanker Grand Zenith, carrying 
38 Nationalist China crewmen 
and 8.2 million gallons of in- 
dustrial fuel, apparently has 
vanished without a trace be- 
neath the snarling North-At- 
lantic that has claimed ships 
and men for centuries. 


"There's one wild card in a 


thousand that says that ship is 
still afloat," Coast Guard 
Capt. Bernard Hoyland said 
Wednesday even before planes 
completed a sweep of nearly 
150,000 square miles of ocean 
in a corridor 540 miles east of 
Cape Cod. 


"The search for the tanker 


ended at nightfall today with 
negative results. We are 
changing our assumptions ... 
and assuming that we are look- 
ing for something much 


smaller, 
like rafts or 
life- 


boats," Coast Guard Lt. Gary 
Cosciusko said when planes 
returned with no word of the 
642-foot tanker. . 


Cosciusko said the planes 


were "going out at first light" 
today. 


The captain of the 23-year- 


old tanker radioed seven days 
ago the Panamanian-regis- 
tered ship had encountered 
rough seas south of Nova Sco- 
tia en route from England to 
Providence, R.I. The ship has 
not been heard from since. 


"After 
the all-out search 


we've conducted, I'd say it's 
going to be a 10 per cent 
chance that she's still afloat, 
disabled and without elec- 
trical power and a 90 per cent 
chance that we're looking for 
people in rafts and lifeboats," 
said Hoyland, chief of search 


and rescue operations for the 
Coast Guard. 


Water temperatures in the 


area hovered near 40 degrees, 
cold enough to render a man 
unconscious in 20 minutes. 
Wind gusted to 40 knots dur- 
ing the night and seas were 
running up to 15 feet. Water in 
the majority of the search area 
is more than 6,000 feet deep. 


Other vessels mysteriously 


have disappeared in the same 
area: The Coast Guard said 
that within the last two years, 
t h e 
f i s h i n g ' v e s s e l s 


Zubenelgenubi and Patricia 
Marie and the research ship 
Gulf Stream have vanished. 


"Everyone knows about the 


North Atlantic and its reputa- 
tion," a Coast Guardsman 
said. "When you go to sea, you 
respect it." 


Seven 
long-range 
aircraft 


from Canada and the United' 
States flew from dawn to dusk 
for two days 1,000 feet above 
an ocean area the size of Cali- 
fornia, searching for the ship, 
debris or lifeboats. Radar 
scanned 50-mile swaths on 
each sweep. 


Another tanker was lost to 


the Atlantic three weeks ago. 
The 640-foot Liberian-flag 
Arjfo Merchant broke up on 
Nantucket Shoafe, dumping 
7.6 million gallons of in- 
dustrial oil into the ocean. 
Prevailing northwesterly 
winds drove the 270-mile oil 
slick seaward, but the Coast 
Guard said it could circle back 
and threaten Cape Hatteras. 


"One.of our chief concerns is 


what happens' to the oil when 
it hits the Gulf Stream," Coast 
Guard Spokesman Doug 


White said. "If it should get • will travel." 
into the Gulf Stream, there's 
He said the spill might move 


no way to know which way it- toward Cape Hatteras, or slice 


through the Gulf Stream to 
menace the fishing grounds of 
Iceland.

Oil Spill Hits California

or threatened North American 
waters from Panama to Nova 
Scotia.-including onne on 
Wednesday in California. 


The 634-foot American regis- 


tered Austin spilled 2,100 
gallons of oil into Carquinez 
Strait while unloading at a 
Shell Oil Co.. dock at 
Martinez., Calif., on Wednes- 
day. The State Fish and Game 
Department 
reported 
about 


200 birds were affected. 


Here at a glance is a sum- 


mary of the other incidents: 


Dec. 15 — The Liberian- 


registered Argo Merchant ran 
aground 27 miles southeast oi 
Nanlucket Island where heavy 
seas pounded it to pieces, re- 
leasing 7.6-million gallons oi 
oil to imperil rich fishing 
grounds. 


Dec. 17 — The 810-foot 


Liberian-registered Sansinena 
blew up in Los Angeles harbor, 


killing, nine persons and injur- 
ing 50. 


Dec. 24 — The Oswego 


Peace spilled 2,000 gallons of 
oil into the Thames River near 
Groton, Conn. 


Dec. 27 — The Liberian- 


registered Olympic Games ran 
aground in the Delaware River 
near 
Philadelphia, 
spilling 


133,500 gallons of oil, fouling 
the shorelines of three states. 


Dec. 29 — The Liberian- 


registered Daphne ran 
aground in Guauanilla Bay, 
Puerto Rico, but no oil was 
spilled. 


Dec. 30 — The Panamanian- 


registered Grand Zenith, car- 
rying 8.2 million gallons of oil 
and a crew of 38, vanished 50 
miles south of Cape Sable, 
Nova Scotia, after radioing a 
report of heavy weather. No 
trace of the ship or its 38- 
member crew had. been found 
by Thursday.

plane. Everybody was relative- 
ly calm, though we all did our 
private worrying about what' 
was going to happen," recalled 
Wes Gallagher, former presi- 
dent of the Associated Press 
and a passenger on Air New 
Zealand Flight 561. 


After the emergency landing 


at International Airport, he 
said, the passengers ap- 
plauded Capt. Tom Collins. 


"The 
landing -was better 


than usual," he added. 


There were no reports of 


injuries. The 213 passengers 
and 15 crew members were 
taken to a nearby hotel for the 
night and scheduled on anoth- 
er flight today.
